Advises Parents to

Keep Children Home 



A warning to parents to keep chil- 
dren under 16 years of age away 
from large gatherings to avoid infan- 
tile paralysis was issued (today by 
.Mayor George Bartletl and Health 
Officer R. D. Williams. 

At the same time the health de- 
partment asked that knowledge of 
careless disposal of sewage or faulty 
drainage in the 'lake area .be reported 
to the state health authorities. 

The announcement said: 

"This is the poliomeylitis season 
and some cases have been reported] 
in the lake regions. The village 
health department advises that chil- 
dren under 16 should not attend 
large gatherings such as picnics, Sun- 
day schools or movie theaters, or 
swim in possibly polluted lakes. 

"Parents are requested to watch 
for possible signs of illness, guard 
against over activity and insist on 
children playing in small groups, 

"Any knowledge of careless dispo- 
sal of sewage or faulty drainage in 



The village is clear of debt having 
retired its last bond of $1,000 April 
30, a report of Auditor E. L. Laurin, 
made at the meeting of the board of 
trustees, Tuesday 'night revealed. 

Few villages anywhere are in such 
a position, members of the board 
pointed out. 

The board, (following a study of the 
new bgdget calling for an expendi- 
ture of $53,278 next year, passed an 
ordinance asking a tax levy of $11,- 
702 which will be certified to county 
officials. The levy is but slightly lar- 
ger than last year, having been re- 
duced in some items and increase.! 
in others. 

Trustee W. I. Scott presided at the 
meeting in the absence of President 
George B. Bartletl. 

Treasurer Martha Hunter posed a 
$64 question when she asked what 
should be done in the case of two 
deficits in special assessment bonds. 
The two do not amount to more 
than $18 and it was suggested that 
they be paid off from surpluses of 
other warrants. In several instances 
the surplus is to small "to cover cost 
of division among the property own- 
ers and could well be used to eraso 
the other two small deficits. Tha 
matter will be referred to the village 
attorney for solution. 

The books show that only three 
properties in Antioch are delinquent 
in taxes, the total being $550.90. 

The board instructed Clerk Roy L. 
Murrie to get an csitmate from Jo- 
seph Molloy, Libertyville contractor, 
on the installation of a 6-ineh water 
main and sower to extend east from 
Main SL on North Ave., to the vil- 
lage limits. Laterals of the same di- 
mension will be run down Droms Ct. 
and Dwight Ct., with a view that they 
may be extended south to supply any 
new industry that might be establish- 
ed in that region. The total length 
would be 1,406 feet 

William Steinal appeared before 
the board asking permission to tap 
the mains when it is extended past 
his proposed . new residence on 
Droms Ct., and he said there would 
be other residences built near him 
soon and they would be village water 
users. 

As the result of an inquiry as to 
the cost of public liability and pro- 
perty damage insurance on the vil- 
lage sidewalks. Clerk Murrie got a 
price totaling =$280, based on the Na- 
tional Bureau of.. Underwriters esti- 
mate. This Is $25 a mile for liability 
and $10 a mile- for property damage. 

Antioch has .eight miles of side- 
walks which would mean the liability 
would .be $200 and the property dam- 
age $80.

Introduced to the audience by Com- 
modore Eddie Zender, an acquaint- 
ance who procured him as speaker, 
Ahern painted a picture of Hierens 
showing him to have criminal tend- 
encies since childhood and having a 
nature so vinous that he would stop 
at nothing as his murders showed. 

"Hierens Is a very strsng* toy," 
said Ahern," At the age of 10 lie 



been arrested for 1? burglaries and 
5 arson cases. 

A professional wrestler and boxer, 
the youth was so vicious that he 
could not be handled singly by many 
of the policemen and at times two 
could not subdue him. This was 
shown at the time of his capture 
when he knocked out two uniform 
patrolmen, but was captured by a 
third who knocked him, out with a 
flower pot. 

The violence in which he resisted 
arrest led Ahern to believe that 
Hierns was ^hot" (meaning that he 
had committeed some major crime) 
so he was held for investigation.

Potato Pancakei 

Potatoes fit Into any meal — 
breakfast, dinner or supper. For 
breakfast, a favorite potato dish is 
potato pancakes. To make enough 
pancakes for a family of five 
or six, grate two cups of raw pota- 
toes and put immediately into one- 
quarter cup of milk. Add one egg, 
beaten slightly, two tablespoons 
flour, one teaspoon salt, and If de- 
sired, one tablespoon finely chopped 
onion. Drop from a tablespoon onto 
a greased pan. Cook until well 
browned and crisp on both sides. 
Serve hot. 



Freshen Ties 

Ties that are not too soiled may 
be freshened by sponging with 
cleaning fluid or with a cloth 
dampened in water. If tics ore 
worn where they ore knotted at the 
neck, and ore long enough, they 
may be shortened by taking a half 
inch piece out of the senm at the 
center back.

Ties that the men in the family 
have an aversion to, or that are too 
stringy for renovation, sometimes 
make attractive trimmings for other 
garments. They may be used to 
liven up a dressmaker suit with tie- 
covered buttons, or by adding some 
stiffening they may make a colorful 
belt. Often the small designs of 
some tie fabrics are ideally suited 
for collars or cuffs, a pocket or pip- 
ing on children's clothes. A large 
tie will even make a dickey if it is 
carefully ripped and pressed.

June Production 

Of Milk the Same 

As Previous Year 



Veterans Have Five 
Months to Reinstate 
G. I. Life Insurance 



Total production for June in the 
Chicago milk shed was about the 
same as a year ago — nearly 267 mil- 
lion pounds in 1946; in 1945, two 
million pounds less. 

However the distribution differs j 
radically from a year ago. Last year 
a total of 76 million pounds went in- 
to manufactured products; this year, 
only 24 million pounds. 

This illustrates how close a margin 
this market is on at present. Any 
further drop in yield will find Chi- 
cago suffering an actual, and possibly 
serious, shortage. There is no doubt 
that further reductions in milk flow 
are ahead. Therefore, unless con- 
sumption drops sharply we seem cer- 
tain to be very short of milk before 
production begins to gain again — 
probably around the beginning of No- 
vember. 

Termination of price control on 
June 30 released dairy' prices to 
move upward by the approximately 
amount of subsidy payments schedul- 
ed for July. 

Fluid milk markets generally 
moved upward lc to 3c per quart at 
retail, with producer prices moving 
up corresponding amounts. 

The price of butler on the New 
York and Chicago markets jumped 
approximately 14c per pound by July 
3, after which it appeared to level 
out. Not all trading was done at the 
higher prices, however, as some 
creameries governed their actions by 
the Department of Agriculture's as- 
surance that subsides would be con- 
tinued if authorized. 



Urging veterans to "hang on to 
their insurance" Service Oficer A. F. 
Reutlinger at American Legion 
Home, Waukegan. 111., points out 
that World War II veterans have on- 
ly five months left in which to rein- 
state their lapsed insurance without a 
physical examination. 

All that is required up to Dec. 31, 
1946, is a signed statement that the 
veteran is in as good health as when 
he allowed his insurance to lapse, 
plus a remittance of two months' 
premiums at the same rate he paid 
while in service. 

Recent amendments permit pay- 
ment of insurance in a lump sum, 
with few restrictions as to beneficiar- 
ies. Endowment polices are also pro- 
vided. Total diSwib J Hty coverage can 
also be had at a very reasonable rate. 
| There is an Illinois Veterans Com- 
mission Service Officer on duty In 
every county, with 16 offices in'Chi- 
cago and Cook county. Veterans are 
! invited to call upon them for assist- 
ance in reinstating insurance and se- 
curing all benefits due them as a re- 
sult of their service. 
| When calling upon service officers 
the veteran should take with him all 
letters and papers received from the 
Veterans Administration, plus his 
discharge certificate or a true copy.

tert available figures show that In 1M4 
for the first time, caaei of rafale* In 
animals and man passed the 10,000 
aiark. In some localities wild foxes 
and other animals have contracted 
the disease, and have roamed the 
countryside spreading It, Horses, 
cows, pigs, and other livestock have 
become victims of rabies, along with 
human beings. 

The average person may well ask — 
"What can we do about It?" Perhaps 
the best answer Is provided in a re- 
cent report of the U, 3. Livestock 
Sanitary association which empaslzes 
"the alarming increase of rabies tn 
certain areas." The report cites the 
fact that effective control In aggres- 
sive programa has centered on large 
scale vaccination of dogs. The reasons 
for recommending this control pro- 
gram Include these facta: 

Dogs are atill the chief spreaders 
of rablea. In communities where all 
doga have been vaccinated, rabies 
has been virtually wiped out. The 
quality of rabies vaccine has been so 
Improved In recent years that It la 
extremely dependable, thus removing 
the objection formerly voiced by per- 
sons who were opposed to anti-rabies 
vaccination. With such a vaccination 
program, authorities recommend that 
all stray dogs be Impounded, and that 
dogs being shipped from one area to 
another be required to have a rabies- 
Immune certificate. 

The saving of the life of a single 
child, it la pointed out, would be 
worth all these precautions.

New Crop of Spookt Devote 

Their Attention to 

Ordinary Hornet. 



LONDON.— The gloomy mansions 
of "Old England" are fighting a 
losing buttle against a bumper crop 
of Johnny-come-lately ghosts who 
ore haunting very ordinary homes 
the length and breadth of Britain, 
according to the United Press. 

Seme of these newly haunted 
spots haven't a single vine clinging 
to the walls. Not even a dungeon 
or an ancient history of murder, 
insanity or arson. 

"In fact, one of them— the man- 
sion, castle and abbey ghosts will 
never forgive this— was found to be 
haunted the day the very first ten- 
ant moved In and with the paint still 
wet. 

Radio Offers Help. 

Ghosts began to preoccupy the 
British public recently when the 
British Broadcasting corporation in- 
dicated It was perfectly willing to 
station a few microphones around 
any promising site where audible 
or vocal spirits might reasonably be 
expected. 

The BBC safd it preferred a "pol- 
tergeist" — a rowdy, mischievous 
ghost, one of whom was promptly 
reported throwing bricks at old 
ladies in Kent. 

Letters began to pour into news- 
paper offices reporting ghostly 
events and, surprisingly, almost all 
of them were from middle-class 
folks who knew about catitles only 
as sightseers. One wit commented 
that this was due obviously to the 
labor government now In power. 
Under the Conservatives, he point- 
ed out, ghosts resided in great 
castles and other properly his- 
toric places. 

Just ■ Shake-Down. 

The ghost in the brand new house 
is the most interesting of this cur- 
rent crop. Three skeptics Investi- 
gated and reported that a cradle 
in which two of the children of the 
house were deposited would shake 
itself until they were removed. 

A clairvoyant called in as adviser 
said the spirit of the husband's 
mother was responsible. 

He said the shaking would con- 
tinue until a brother In Canada was 
given a share of his mother's leg- 
acy. This was done, and the shak- 
ing reportedly ceased. 

Other ghost stories Intriguing 
Britnin today include "the Girl In 
Grny." who wanders about the town 
of Bury S. Edmunds and Is believed 
to he Maude Carew, who poisoned 
the duke of Gloucester in the 15th 
century. 

The "Girl in Gray" spends most 
of hi-r time in the modest home of 
Mrs Stephenson Adams, who 
wishes she would go elsewhere. 



Trace Malayan Ancestry 
Roots of the Malayan peoples are 
traced to the neighboring Island of 
Sumatra, but racial strains have 
been complicated by Chinese, Arab 
and East Indian blood. Chief Ma- 
layan occupations are farming and 
fishing. Major crops are rubber 
and rice. Minor crops have Includ- 
ed coconuts, pineapples, coffee, tea 
and bananas. "Horsepower" to do 
hea?y hauling and till rice fields is 
contributed by the water buffalo. 
Among old arts and crafts are pot- 
tery manufacture, weaving, lace- 
making, wood carving, basketry, 
and metalworking.

Castor oli, which in Its. dehy- 
drated form is used to an Important 
degree in modem paint and var- 
nish products, Is now being pro- 
duced in Cuba. Actual production In 
1944 was estimated to be between 
2,000,000 and 2,500,000 pounds. Total 
oil yield is reported to be 48 per cent 
of the weight of the castor beans. 



Eg ft and Tuna 

Here's a way to combine hard 
cooked eggs and tuna fish. Add three- 
fourths cup flaked cooked tuna fish 
to the flour shortening mixture of a 
standard drop baking powder bis- 
cuit recipe. Then top the savory 
golden brown biscuits with a mus- 
tard flavored white sauce studded 
with hard cooked eggs. 



Starching Shirts 

To get uniform results in starch- 
ing shirts, gather all the parts to be 
starched together and dip them Into 
the starch at the same time. Be 
careful not to use too much starch, 
as it will crack the fiber threads 
and cause the shirt to wear out 
much faster.

A turkey bruises easily, and must 
be handled carefully to prevent 
bruised or discolored spots. Wheth- 
er you dress your turkey or buy it 
dressed, you don't want the skin 
torn. So if a tear does occur, be 
sure to sew it up before you roast 
the bird.

Army Prisoner of 

War Program Cloaca 

The Army's vast prisoner-of-war 
program in the United Slates came 
to a virtual close this week with the 
shipment from the New York Port 
of Embarkation of the final group of 
able-bodied prisoners of war to be 
ropatriated. 

Fort Sheridan, which was base 
prisoner of war camp for 14,000 Ger- 
man prisoners a year ago, completed 
its shipment of prisoners of war on 
June 13, when the last of the pri- 
soners left here for repatriation crn- 
tors. Shipment of prisoners began in 
October, 1945. 

Sheridan was headquarters for 52 
branch camps in Wisconsin, Upper 
Michigan and Lake, Will DuPage and 
Cook counties in Illinois. Those 52 
camps held about 12,800 men who 
were engaged in contracting work 
which netted approximately 5 million 
dollars in cash to the federal govern- 
ment. Work done by prisoners for the 
government was estimated at 4 mil- 
lion dollars, 'bringing the total valua- 
tion of prisoner labor to approximate- 
ly 9 million dollars. 

Prisoners were employed in areas 
which were certified by the United 
States Employment Service and the 
Farm Extension Service as labor 
shortage areas. They were engaged 
in such activities as truck gardening 
meat packing, 'fertilizer plants, farm 
work and harvesting, canning, pulp- 
wood and timber operations. 

In addition to Fort Sheridan, other 
prisoner of war camps in this area

nulment, that she would divorce her 
long-missing first husband and then 
remarry Middlcton. 

Mrs Middleton said she and John 
McCofmack were married 14 years 
ago and lived in Phoenix, Ariz. A 
year later, she said, he sent her 
to visit relatives in Arkansas. 

"He sent me a few letters saying 
he was going to meet me there 
Thanksgiving day," she said. "He 
never showed up and I never heard 
from him again." 

A friend sent her a newspaper 
clipping telling of the death of a 
John McCormack of the same age 
as her husband, she said. 

Presuming him dead, she mar- 
ried Middleton January 23, 1937, at 
St. Louis. 

A month ago she heard from a 
John Cannon of San Francisco, who 
proved he was her first husband and 
said he had changed his name.

MT, PALOMAR, CALIF.-Tht9 is 
tomorrow's dateline. It is here that 
astronomers, peering down into the 
200-Inch mirror of the largest tele- 
scope ever built, will range the uni- 
verse of stars beyond the imagina- 
tion of the earthbound, says the In- 
ternational News Service. 

Elusive atomic secrets of the uni- 
verse may soon be cracked by man's 
latest wonder worker. 

Now nearlng completion, after IB 
years' concentration of scientific 
and engineering skills, the giant of 
Palomar will photograph heavenly, 
bodies so far away that their light 
takes a billion years to reach us. 
Light, as every schoolboy knows, 
travels at 186,000 miles a second. 

So powerful is this optical giant 
that It would make New York's Em- 
pire State building clearly visible 
to an observer on the moon. 

In fact, the glass giant, in effect, 
brings moon and earth to within 25 
miles of each other. The moon's 
distance from the earth averages 
nearly 239,000 miles. 

With the telescope, the faint stars 
of our own Milky Way will become 
bright, and the bright stars, such as 
Slrius, may yield a spectrum al- 
most as bright as the one we now 
get from the sun. 

Espied in r Stars,

The great 10-story observatory 
dome la complete. The 500-ton skele- 
ton of the telescope is. in piece, com- 
plete but for the optical and clock 
control systems. 

Work on the mechanical system 
and on the huge mirror, which slow- 
ly is being brought within two-mil- 
lionths of an inch of perfection, has 
been resumed at the California In- 
stitute of Technology, Pasadena, 
after having been halted by the war. 

Pilot Telescopes. 

Because the field of the giant will 
comprise only one-fifth to one-third 
of the full moon, two other observa- 
tories have been built here to house 
pilot telescopes. 

One of these, the four-foot Schmidt, 
Is nearing completion at the Mount 
Wilson observatory optical shop. 
Utilizing a 72-inch mirror — itself, 
the fifth largest ever ground and 
polished — and a 48-inch corrective 
lens, the big Schmidt will make a 
photographic map of the universe. 

To date, Mount Wilson's two great 
telescopes, the 100 and the 60-inch, 
have photo-mapped only about IVt 
per cent of the sky they can ob- 
serve, and it is estimated that to 
photo-map the universe would take 
the 300-inch many lifetimes of work. 

The 20-ton glass disc for the mir- 
ror was poured at the Corning Glass 
Works, Corning, N. Y., in 1934. It 
taok nearly a year to cool. 

Meanwhile in another factory, the 
skeleton of the giant was fabricated 
by Westinghouse. 

The observatory will be under the 
direction of Dr. Ira S. Bowen, who 
also heads the Mount Wilson ob- 
servatory of the Carnegie Institu- 
ton of Washington.

World Wheat Shortage 

Of 5,000,000 Tons Seen 

OTTAWA, CANADA.— The world 
will be short of wheat by five mil- 
lion long tons for the first six 
months of this year, the Canadian 
government estimated. 

The Dominion bureau of statistics, 
In a review of the wheat situation, 
revealed that famine conditions al- 
ready had appeared in several Bal- 
kan countries as well as many areas 
In India and the Far East, and it 
la believed these conditions may 
persist until new crops become 
available in spite of efforts being 
made by Canada and other coun- 
tries. 

The bureau said the poor crops 
of rice and millet in India and the 
Far East have "seriously aggravat- 
ed" the general food shortage.
